I in tlie old G. G. White property in 
Wliito addition, will he completfi 
next week hvArcliit^ct H. L. Kowe, 
j of Lexington, who was selected by 
j th.e trustees of the hospital to draft 
plans fori the improvement of t)ie 
! building which is to be used a.s a hos- 
! pital. 

! Extensive improvements are plan- 
I ned for the building, and when com- 
I pleted, it will be one of t-he most 
' modern institutions of the kind in the 
state of Kentucky. The will of the 
late Mrs. W. W. Massie provided that 
her late residence at the comer of 
Vine street and Scotc avenae, be tam- 
ed over to the committee appointed 
I by the city council, to be used as a 
hospital, but Mr. \V. C. Massie, of 
1 this city, desiring to retain the resi- 
I dence, purchased the building and 
! grounds, and the money derived from 
i the purchase used to bay the White 
property. 

It is planned to erect a three story 
addition to the j)resent structure which 
will bt' used as a separate ward for 
colored people and besides this many 
other improvements are under consid- 
eration. The lar^e dining room, 
which daring the life of Mr. White, 
one of the wealthiest men of tlic 
coant.N', was handsomley fiuish<nl 
and elaborate in its appointments 
will be <1ivided into two rooms, and 
j over the veranda wliich runs the full 
length of the building a sleeping room 
I will be constructed. At pr^^sent the 
bin Ming contains twenty-three rooms 
and the proposed improvem^^nts will 
add many more. A hydraulic eleva- 
tor, of the latest and most improved 
pattern will be installed. 

If the plans submitted by Architect 
Rowe are accepted by the trustees of 
the hospital, work upon the improve- 
ments will begin at once and pushed 
to mn eariy completion.

Franklin District Knocked Out. 

The Kentucky Couit of Appeals b> 
a decision handed down Wednesday 
knoclrod oat the le^slative act creat- 
ing a seperate district of Franklin 
county, t^ng it from the old Four- 
•teenth jadicial district. The opinion 
was delivered by Chief Justice 
Hobton, Judges Winn and Lassin^ 
dissented from the^ ruling. 

The question of the legality of the 
act was raised by Attorney, James A. 
Scott, of Franldin county, si|d by 
Circuit Judge Robert X. Stout Vho 
had moved from Woodford county to 
Frankfort and claimed to be judge of 
the new piatrict. 

The court says the constitution laid 
down the rules under which ji dicial 
districts may be created, and they 
must be followed; that when the leg- 
islature acts under Section 138 of the 
Constitution it sliould not create a 
district oi a single coinity unless it 
evidence that the population is suffi- 
cient to till the constitutional re(iuire- 
ment, but t'r.ough it may have the evi- 
dence, still, if the tact does not exist 
thecourtwill inquire Into the tacts 
I and will not sustain the act it in 
violation of the Constitution. 

The court says that while preat 
weight will be give tne lesislate tind- 
i ing where the facts are doubtful. 
1 wiiere the facts are clear tlie court 
j must do itft duty and maintain tlie 
I buprenuMsy of the ConsUtation.

Is the beef trust bigger than the 
United States government? Made bold 
by its victory, after a nine years' de- 
lay io the courts, in the faoaoqa ''trust' 
bustinfiT sait^'stairted asainst it by 
former President Roosvelt, this trust 
ha^ boosted meat prices to the highest 
figure evoir known in this country, not 
even excepting war time?. The trust 
gives *'a shortage in the live stock 
supply" as its reaeorf of inereasink 
prices. 

That this excuse is only a subterfuge 
is shown by the late report of the 
government bureau of statistics, which 
shows that instead of a shortage in the 
live stock suppSy, there hma been a 
steady increase. 

"The supply ofjcattle at the seven 
principal Western niarketa in April 
was greater than in any April in the 
last decade." thfs report says. "The 
number of cattle shinned to these 
markets lastS month was greater than 
for the same month a year ago by thir- 
teen per cent., and greater than the 
same period for 1910 by forty per cent. 

There wn a proportionate increase in 
the suoply of bogs and sheep, also, and 
that the weight of these animals was 
up to the standard of former years is 
indicated by the fact that the supply 
of dressed meat now on hand in the 
packers' warehouae is greatly in ex- 
ceaa of the amount held there laat 
year." 

This report shows that the beef tmt 
has made up its mind to force the con- 
sumer to pay the cost of the nine 

years' suit it has just won. All tne 
big fees paid out to lawyers for keep- 
ing the trust magnates out of the 
penitentiary will be taken from the 
uursss of the ^consumers. Nothing 
must interfere with the tmat'a ..divi- 
dends !

A grreat deal has been eald in a ]oo- 
vlar way about the razor-back hog and 

his sun-splittiiig abilities, but it is a 
very encouraging fact ttiat he is rap- 
Idly beeomihfr extfaKt. Hb haiipy 

hunting- pro'.inds consist now of only 
a small part uf the total hog produc- 
Inif area. He has been succeeded bf< 
the more domesticate'i and more 
highly developed ty|ie of lu»^'. v.hicli 
someone La*; properly <!ubhe(l "the 
mort^fagc raiser.'* >Iany fanners can 
easily attribute the pooBcoiion of 
homes, wealth and all that goes there- 
with, to thedomesticated hog. His place 
In the scheine of industrial progress 
hasbe^n won not by any unusual trait, 
but is largely due to the fact that his 
profitableness is a result of instinctive 
nconomical habits. Bj natuvs he 
■eems to fit into the whole scheme of 
farming as a utilizer, to the best pos- 
sible advantaj^e. of many of tin- farm 
products tlat would oliierwise be a 
total' loes. 

We can. draw a very valuable lesson 
from this all but artistic animal, 
whose only language is his squeal of 
disapproval and his sturdy grunt of 
satisfaction, lie saves wliere otliers 
waste, and makes bis livinir by routinir 
around — sometimes in jiiaccs wbeiv 
\v anted, sometimes not. If there is 
anything within reach that he lilres 
l|e usually finds it and proceeds to 
make good - use of the opportunity 
without any i].aiiif('>t c<;ncern or ex- ! 
citement. iie >CM'ins Uj make it his 1 
business to look after small things, 
even the holes in the fence if the out- 

^ side looks more inviting. 

Projbable farming is beo< o^i ine more 
and more a business pr()i»o>iiii.n in 
which it i> necessary lo look after 
the small tilings and to use to the best 
advantage every opportunity to pro- 
duce more economically. Tl>e best 
and most profitable planners have 
adopted systems of farm accountiIl^■. 
or, in other words, they have become 
IxKikkeepers. — have kept such com- 
plete records as to enable them lo de- 
tenvjinc which fields were i)rolitable 
and which were not. To l>egin with, 
ft is not absolutely necessary to follow 
up all little details, but it is a good 
plan to do so as completely as possible. 

If we were t<j go into a iiianufactur- 
ing plant, one of the lirst thin^'^s to 
impress us would be the system of 
doing things and the strict principles 
of eoooomy that are followed. All 
products that can be used for other 
purposes are saved, properly stored, 
and used when the time comes. At 
the end of each month, and possibly 
each day, the manager knoivs the 
exact status of aflain— the amount of 
stock on hand, and the quantity Qf

^ M the tame nnsystematle methods 

were practiced in factories as are used 
on some farms, they would soon lose 
their identity with the world's pro- 
gress, and become nothing but idle 
monuments to some man's fsUure. 
jOn caiaful consideration it is plain to 
'sse that with fanning it is as import- 
ant, if not more so, to keep definite 
and strict records of all expenditures 
of time, money and labor. 

The space alio ted to this article 
will not permit a detailed esplaBitlon 
of all the pnsribil|tlw of an account- 
ing system on the farm and what it 1 
will accomplish, hut carefully kept . 
records w ill be an index finger to poiot ; 
the farmer to loop holes tfirStlgiiwTiich 
^the pr9fit6 are now slipping. He 
jWonU know which are the profitable 
fields; which are the most profit 
producing crops; which cows were 
boarders, that lie might at the end of 
the season sell sucli animals to pay 
their board bills: he would know 
whether he was utiliiinf Ids horse 
power to the best posrtble advantage. 
In this connection it might be said 
that one of our foremost universities 
has just found that[on a IGO-acre farm, 
equipped with six* splendid head of 
work stock, tlie average daily labor 
;per lioise was only a U|.Ue over ttuee 
bonis for the entiia jsar—a veiy 

smaU avenge labor neotd, iBdiartt^r« 

a lack of efficiency. 

Well kept accounts would enaV^le us 
to determine the most satisfactory 
^way of utilizing our dairy products. 
Experiment Stations have found ttiat 
jthe cream sepantor ndvoes the loss 
|Of butter fat per cow to one-eighth 
that of the deep setting: one-twenty- 
first of the shallow pan. and on'e- 
thirty-third of the water dilution 
methods of cream separation. This 
shows that with the ordinary farmer 
who is milkiBf ten averafne cows, 
figuring butter at the market price, 
will save more than the price of a 
separator in a single season. It jiot 
only is economical fn>m the stand- 
point of obtaining m.ore of the butter ■ 
,f at from the milk and other meUiods 1 
of cream separation, but makes it ! 
I possible to utilize the milk l:>efore it 
ijhas nndeigone the action of (i u i- 
mental bacteria, to whicli it is very 
susceptible. Kvery farmer kn<.w*si 
that milk as it comes fresh fn iii the ' 
separator is in Uie most wholesome 
condition for feeding young pigs and 
y oung calves. 

We hear a great deal said now adays 
about maintaining the fertility of the 
soil. We ail know that if grain is 
sold direct on the market that we 
/deplete the fertility of the land verv 
♦rapidly. The next best system of 
farming is stock raising for meit pro- 
duction, and the best of all systems 
for maintaining the productivity of 
the land, and at the same time reap 
profits therefrom, is dair\ing not 
selling the wiiole milk but selling 
butter only. 

Only by following some system of 
/arm accounting can we know tliese 
ihings and be able to weigh in the 
Ijttiance the returns from each Held 
from each kind of stodc and ttom 
fevery farm operation.

It is a lamentable 
commentary on the lack of chivalry in 
men but, in every rural community in 
which the writer has visited, the 
average head of the house always has 
money to buy labor-saving m.i/liincs j 
for hiiii^elf and sons. He i-- thoi- 
ougiily up-to-date in that, but when 
the patent washer, the fireleas cooker, 
the carpet sweeper, the w ater system, 
and the lighting plant are advocated 
by the .junior juii tner. f iintls are always 
low. This eoiuliticn is not so bad as 
it used to l)e — prosperit\' has opened 
the purse strings— but there are still 
opportunities for betterment. The 
cream separator is one of tliem. It 
fills a n«^ed felt by every woman from 
Leah down to the 1911 xVmes co-ed, 
and even if it did not increase the 
farmer's dairy profit one iota, it is 
worth its weight in gold for the labor 
it saves the mothers, wives, and sis- 
ten on the farm. 




ROTATION OF CROPS 

Keply to • Michigan Correspondcat 

**I am grow ing sugar Ix^ets and my 
land seems to be decreasing in produc- 
tion. What rotation can I vmf" 

In some localities it lias heext found 
that beets do best following alfalla. 
corn and sir.all grains. A v»-ry good 
rotation is as follows: First, wheat: 
second year, beets: then clover for two 
years, last crop being plowed under; 
then potatoes, and the rotation re- 
peated. If alfalfa can bo grown in 
your locality it is a good plan to in- 
clude tills in the rotation. 

In Montana the best rotation for 
beet raising is as follows: Wheat, 
clover, oats, sugar beets, barley and 
peas. In Utah the following rotation 
gives good satisfaction: Fir.st year, 
sugar beets: second year, peas and oats 
for forage; third year, sugar beets; 
fourth year, oats, seeded to alfalfa; 
Pfth 7ear, alfalfg
